Emily Saunders’ third) week i 
Augusta were the definition of 
the relationship between the fed- 
eral government and government 
at the stale level, and energy, 
Qn January 14, ‘and again 
the next day, Joint Resolutions 
Memorializing the President and 
the Maine Congressional Delega- 
dion were sent to the capital by 
the Maine Senate and House. The 
first résolution concerned a change 
$n the Food Stamp program pro- 
posed by the Dept. of Agriculture, 
whereby, as.of March 1, the price 
of food stamps would be a flat 30% 
of the net Income of the recipient, 
in effect ralsing the cost of stamps 
for 95% of Maine recipients, and. 
making some now getting stamps 
ineligible. The resolution request- 
ed that the proposed change be re- 
considered and withdrawn. In deal- 
jing with a federally funded pro- 
gram such as food stamps, such 
petitions are all the governing bod- 
jes In Malne can do; other ‘than 
encouraging citizens to write to of- 
ficials in Washington. a 

On the following day, Jan. 15, 
a similar resolution was sent to 
Washington. regarding the increas- 
ed tax on ofl proposed by Presl- 
dent Ford. to discourage ¢onsump- 
tion. Such a tax presents a spec- 
jal problem for Maine and the 
other New England states because 
of the region's heavy dependence 
on imported oll as 9 source of en- 
ergy, combined with the state of 
the economy. Thus the legisla- 
tors petitioned the Congress and 
the Maine Congressional  delega- 
{lon to oppose the tax Increase and 
all oll price Increases, and to seek 
ways of conservation which are 
non-diseriminatory. 

The focus on Maine's energy 
problems was continued when Rob- 
ert Monks conducted an energy 
session for the legislators and pre- 
sented the “Interim Energy Poll- 
ey and Comprehensive Energy 
Plan for the State of Maine,” 
compiled {or the legislature at the 
request of former Governor Cur- 
dis by the Office of Energy Re 
sources which Monks heads, Monks 
emphasized that despite the limits 
placed on the state, in oping with 
energy problems, by federal reg- 
ulations and national and inter- 
national business Interests: in- 
flation, price and. availability of 
oll, off-shore leases, cte,, Maine's 
government can and must act to 
encourage conservation habits am- 


pollution control. The Office of En-: 
rgy Resources recommends a re-. 
peal of the sales tax on the resi- 
dential use of electricity in view 
of the double fax levied on the 
‘consumer, occurring when the 
utilities pass on thelr increased 
taxes on fuel in their rates and 
the consumer then pays sales tax 
on the total cost of electricity. 
However, the report recommends 
only the most efficient use of el- 
éctricity a3 a heating method. 

The report discusses nuclear 
power plants as apart of Maine’s 
energy picture, pointing out the 
questions still remaining to be an- 
swered regarding disposal of ra- 
dioactive. wastes and the Emer- 
gency Core Cooling System, to be 
tested. in. 1977, Recommendations 
are made as to the location. of ma- 
jor: energy plants and the related 
siting of heavy industry, and the 
establishment of the Maine Ener- 
gy and Heavy Industry Siting Au- 
thority ig suggested, The state has 
no control over oil leases on the 
outer continental shelf but if oil 
is found the State must be pre- 
pared to cope with related develop- 
ments in. a comprehensive manner, 
The report speaks of the “real en- 
ergy crisis" as the inability of 
many Maine people to meet the 
costs of energy necessary to sus- 
tain a reasonable standard of liv- 
ing, and directs the state to work 
with the Dept, of Health, Educa- 
tlon. and ‘Welfare to provide cash 
supplements for energy expenses’ 
for needy families, As the report 
is only advisory, all its suggese- 
tions now await action by the 
Legislature, the Governor, and va- 
rious departments and agencies. 
Emily's other activitles during
